The speakers were in contact with the Commander of the 005th District 

concerning quality-of-life issues from 127th - 129th Street, Halsted to 

Eggleston. These issues included such criminal and disorder matters as 

speeding, persons drinking alcohol on the public way, and operating autos 

with loud exhaust systems. In response to the speakers’ concerns, the 

Commander has directed the District Coordination Officers to maintain a 

daily, active presence in the area.
